From the Potomac Army. 


DETAILS OP THB IMPORTANT OPERATIONS OF 


FSIDAY AT CHAKCELLOKVILI.K. 


[Continued.] 


The cause for this movement was the 


fact that Gen. Hooker had received infor- 
mation from his headquarters that the en 
emy had thrown the greater part of hia 
force over on this side of the fortiucations, 
and had also removed many of the guns in 
the lower batteries, ifnd placed them in 
position at the upper end ot the town—thus 
indicating an intention of making an attack 
on us. 
He, therefore, suspended this pre- 


liminary attack at once, which had been 
arranged as a prelude to important opera- 
tions elsewhere, and rightly surmised that 
if the enemy really did mean to attack us, 
they would follow up our retirement. 
At 


2 p. m. ha remarked : " I think lean make 
them come out and fight me on my own 
ground." In two hours the assertion was 
proven ! The enemy mistook our volunta- 
ry retirement for a check, and followed us 
rapidly as we fell back. 


Gen, Sykes' division had got in their old 


position, and pickets thrown out, when the 
enemy again appeared in force on the ridge, 
at the foot of which we lay. 
Our men had 


stacked arms and were at rest. The whole 
division, save the Duryea Zouaves, were 
lying at nearly at right angles with the road. 
The Zouaves were parallel with the road. 
Quick as thought, Gen. Sykes brought his 
men into line, the Zouares on the left, half 
wheeling into line ot battle, like a machine. 
The rebels paused a moment on the top of 
the ridge, and, as if to nerve them for the 
onset, gave one of their scattering, demon 
iac yells, and then came down on the 
double-quick—shooting, capturing and lit- 
erally running over our poor 'pickets, who 
scrambled behind all sorts of obstructions. 
But in an instant more a terrible crash 
resounded from the Zouave end of the line, 
and down the column rolled the most deaf- 
ening roar of musketry that in all my war 
experience baa ever met my ears. It did 
not last, apparently, two minutes, but its 
wcrk waa effective. 


This attak was very fierce, and being so 


much nearer than the previous firing had 
been, created 
considerable 
commotion 


around the cross-roads. It at once brought 
Gen. Hooker into tha saddle for the first 
time during the day, and things were speed- 
ily in shape. This onslaught waa for the 
purpose of retaking this very important 
point. The first thing done was the mass- 
ng artillery near the roads, aud in fifteen 
minutes 22 guns were sending shell into 
the woods, and the roar of artillery became 
ten times more deafening than that of the 
musketry had been, The work waa soon 
done. 
The contest lasted three-quarters 


of an hour and the enemy ignommiously 
retired. 


Although this attack was so handsomely 


repulsed it proved to be only preliminary 
to still greater operations. At 4:30 p. m., 
Col. Diven, who had cavalry skirmishers 
on the plank-road, reported the enemy ad- 
vancing in force and driving in his pickets. 
He was soon discovered deploying to tho 
ight, and Gen. Slocum promptly met the 
move by sending in Geary'a division and 
Hampton's'battery. The attack proved to 
be only a feeler, however, and the next 
.hing was a development still further on 
our right, which waa again checkmated by 
Gen. Williams, who, with three batteries of 
artillery and his own division, replied very 
effectively to the enemy's fire, which waa 
sometimes brisk, bat never heavy. 
Beyond 


this he did not go, except to occasionally 
shell our extreme right, under Gen. How- 
ard, but his troops were very placid, and 
he shells did no damage. 


For a while there was a cessation of the 


desultory and spasmodic firing, which bad 
been going on for two hours. But at 6} 
o'clock a desperate charge waa made for 
our batteries commanding the plank road. 
The rebels advanced through the'woods at 
a rapid pace, and got within point-blank 
canister range of our guns. A column, 
also, came up the road wildly. 
Geary met 


,hem with great promptness, and wheeling 
a regiment into the road, a deadly volley 
was poured into their advance. At the 
ame time Knapp and Hampton double- 
hotted their guns with canister, and for 1 j 
minutes there was another fiery episode. 
Of course the enemy were severely repulsed, 
and with heavy loss. 
Their killed and 


wounded fell in the timber in front of our 
batteries, and the leaves and brush having 
been set on fire by shells, the poor wretches 
are suffering a double death, 


After this hour there were no more vig- 


orous attempts on the part of the enemy. 
For an hour or more a sharp shelling waa 
kept up against our extreme left, occupied 
by Gen. Meade. 
Gen. Couch's forces were 


deployed early in the afternoon, and ren- 
dered effective assistance in supporting tho 
centre. 
Gen. Sickles' column acted as a 


reserve. 


The entire operations of the day indicate 


that the enemy was engaged mainly in feel- 
ing our lines, endeavoring to fiod a weak 
point, and to ascertain the strength of our 
position and forces, but he was repulsed at 
every point, particularly in his attempts to 
retake Chancellorville, and in the insano 
charge upon our batteries. 


Everything goes to show that Lee will 


open the attack early this morning. It is 
now 3 o'clock a. m., May 2. Our troops 
have been at work all night, and the woods 
resound with the ring of axes. Both par- 
ties are busy building earthworks and abat- 
ti«. Certain changes are being made in 
our lines, and we shall be fully ready for 
any emergency. The greatest day in the 
history of the rebellion is about dawning. 
General Hooker got some rest during the 
night, which was much needed, but at this 
hour he is in consultation with his corps 
commanders. His staff are prodigies of 
energy, and their labors are unceasing. 


Our losses yesterday are not known. We 


had about one hundred killed and wounded 
in Gen. Sykea' fight, early in the afternoon. 
Capt. Marsh, of the 17th regulars, was 
killed. 
Capt, Overton, of Gen. Syces' 


staff, waa wounded, not dangerously; Lieat. 
Col. Walker, Assistant Adjutant General 
to Gen, Couch, was wounded by a piece of 
shell in the arm, not seriously. 


The troops acted magnificently. 
Not a 


oaae of misbehavior has come to my knowl- 
edge. They go into battle with enthusiasm, 
and one idea seems to animate every one 
—the idea of victory.

From the Potomac Army. 


BETAILS OF THE IMPORTANT OPERATIONS OF 


FBIDAY AT CHANCELLORYILLE. 


[Continued.] 


The cause for this movement waa the 


facl that Gen. Hooker had received infor- 
mation from big headquarters that the en- 
emy had thrown the greater part of hia 
force over oo this side of the fortiiications, 
and bad also removed many of the guns in 
the lower batteries, «*nd placed them in 
position at the upper end of the town—thua 
indicating an intention of making an attack 
on us. He, therefore, suspended this pre- 
liminary attack at once, which had been 
arranged as a prelude to important opera- 
tions elsewhere, and rightly surmised that 
if the enemy really did mean to attack us, 
they would follow up our retirement. At 
2 p. m. he remarked : " I think lean make 
them come oat and fight me on my own 
ground." In two hoars the assertion was 
proven t The enemy mistook our volunta- 
ry retirement for a check, and followed us 
rapidly as we fell back. 


Gen, Sykes' division bad got in their old 


position, and pickets thrown out, when the 
enemy again appeared in force on the ridge, 
at the foot of which we lay. Our men had 
stacked arms and were at rest. The whole 
division, save the Duryea Zouaves, were 
' 'ing at nearly at right angles with the road. 


he Zouaves were parallel with the road. 


Quick as thought, Gen. Sykes brought bis 
men into line, the Zouaves on the left, half 
wheeling into line ol battle, like a machine. 
The rebels paused a moment on the top of 
the ridge, and, aa if to nerve them for the 
onset, gave one of their scattering, demon- 
iac yells, and then came down on the 
doub;e-quick—shooting, capturing and lit- 
erally running over our poor 'pickets, who 
scrambled behind all sorts of obstructions. 
But in an instant more a terrible crash 
resounded from the Zoneve end of the line, 
and down the column rolled the most deaf- 
ening roar of musketry that in all my war 
experience has ever met my ears. It did 
not last, apparently, two minutes, but its 
wcrk was effective. 


This attak was very fierce, and being so 


much nearer than the previous firing had 
been, created 
considerable 
commotion 


around the cross-roads. It at once brought 
Gen. 
Hooker into the saddle for the first 


;imo during the day, and things were speed- 
ily in shape. This onslaught was for the 
purpose of retaking this very important 
point. The first thing done was the mass- 
ng artillery near the roads, aud in fifteen 
minutes 22 guns were sending shell into 
ihe woods, and the roar of artillery became 
tan times more deafening than that of tbe 
musketry had keen. The work waa soon 
done. 
The contest lasted three-quarters 


of an hour and the enemy ignominiously 
retired. 


Although this attack was so handsomely 


repulsed it proved to be only preliminary 
o still greater operations. At 4:30 p. m., 
Uol. Diven, who had cavalry skirmishers ' 
on the plank-road, reported tbe enemy ad. 
ranciog in force and driving in his pickets. 
3e waa soon discovered deploying to the 
right, and Gen. Slocum promptly met the 
nove by sending in Geary's division and 
Jampton's battery. The attack proved to 
>e only a feeler, however, and the next 
hing was a development still further on 
our right, which was again checkmated by 
Gen. 
Williams, who, with three batteries of 


rtillery and his own division, replied very 


effectively to the enemy's fire, which was 
sometimes brisk, but never heavy. Beyond 
his he did not go, except to occasionally 
shell our extreme right, under Gen. How- 
ard, but his troops were very placid, and 
he shells did no damage. 


For a while there was a cessation of the 


lesultory and spasmodic firing, which had 
leen going on for two hours. Bat at 6J 
o'clock a desperate charge was made for 
our batteries commanding the plank road. 
The rebels advanced through the woods at 
a rapid pace, and got within point-blank 
canister range of our guns. A column, 
also, came up the road wildly. Geary met 
hem with great promptness, and wheeling 
t regiment into the road, a deadly volley 
was poured into their advance. At the 
lame time Knapp and Hampton double- 
ihotted their guns with canister, and for 15 
minutes there was another fiery episode. 
)f course the enemy were severely repulsed, 
»nd with heavy loss. 
Their killed and 


wounded fell in the timber in front of our 
latteries, and the leaves and brush having 
>een set on fire fey shells, the poor wretches. 
are suffering a double death. 


After this hour there were no more vig- 


orous attempts on the part of the enemy. 
Tor an hour or more a sharp shelling was 
tept up against our extreme left, occupied 
by Gen. Meade. Gen. Couch's forces were 
deployed early in the afternoon, and ren- 
dered effective assistance in supporting tho 
centre. Gen. Sickles' column acted aa a 
reserve. 


The entire operations of the day indicate 


,hat the enemy was engaged mainly in feel- 
ing our lines, endeavoring to find a weak 
point, and to ascertain the etresgth of our 
position and forces, but he was repulsed at 
every point, particularly in his attempts to 
retake Chancellorville, and in the insano 
charge upon oar batteries. 


Everything goes to show that Lee will 


open the attack early this morning. It is 
now 3 o'clock a. m., May 2. Our troops 
have been at work all night, and the woods 
resound with the ring of axes. Both par- 
lies are busy building earthworks and abat- 
tis. 
Certain changes are being made in 


our lines, and we shall be fully ready for 
any emergency. The greatest day in the 
listory of the rebellion is about dawning. 
General Hooker got some rest during the 
light, which was much needed, but at this 
lonr he is in consultation with his corps 
commanders. His staff are prodigies of 
energy, and their labors are unceasing. 


Oar losses yesterday are not known. We 


lad about one hundred killed and wounded 
in Gen. Sykea' fight, early in the afternoon. 
3apt. Marsh, of the 17th regulars, was 
tilled. 
Capt. Overton, of Gen. .Sykes' 


staff, was wounded, not dangerously; Lieat. 
3ol. Walker, Assistant Adjutant General 
;o Gen. Couch, was wonnded by a piece of 
shell in the arm, cot seriously. 


The troops acted magnificently. Not a 


case of misbehavior has come to my knowl- 
edge. They go into battle with enthusiasm, 
and one idea seems to animate every one 
—the idea of victory.

There is no longer auy reason to doubt 


the correctness of the report of the retreat 
of the army of the Potomac, The Nation* 
al Intelligencer, of yesterday, announces 
that official information had been received 
At the war department that Gen. Hooker, 
after waiting in the rain near Chancellor* 
Tille oo Tuesday for a renewal of the bat- 
tle by the enemy, recreated the Rappahan* 
nock on the evening of that day. The rea- 
ton assigned, in part, is in consequence of 
the rise in the river threatening his sup- 
plies. The eight days' rations carried by 
the men were then nearly consumed, and 
without trains, there was imminent danger, 
unless he promptly sought his camp, that 
the rise would put a stop to his operations. 
Doubtless, also, his ammunition was run- 
ning low, as he went out in light marching 
order, with only two wagons to a regiment. 
It was the elements that caused this reverse 
and not the enemy. 
In all the military op- 


erations oi the past eventful week, it does 
cot appear that Gen. Hooker was unequal 
to any emergency which had its origin in 
human agencies. 


Yesterday was a gloomy day throughout 


the country, but to-day's dispatches materi- 
ally improve the aspect of affairs. The ar- 
my is safe, with Us supplies, wagons and 
artillery. It retreated in good order and 
unmolested by the enemy, and will soon be 
ready, with reinforcements that have reach- 
ed it, to again commence offensive opera- 
tion*. The result is painfully mortifying, 
but the country will'not be disheartened by 
It. It ha« demonstrated that more men are 
needed for reserves, should misfortune over, 
whelm any one of our veteran armies, and 
the conscription will now go forward with 
vigor and with the earnest moral support 
of the whole loyal portion of the people. 
This much, at least we have gained by this 
temporary reverse.

'Editors Gazette: — While there is con- 


siderable activity in this department our 
regiment has a very quiet corner. We are 
'doing provost guard in the city of Newbern. 
I hear of everything that is going on, but 
see and know but little. If one should try 
to believe all the reports that are current 
in the army, he would be crazy in a week. 
None are fonder of exciting scenes than 
the soldier, and I am sure no one can start 
bigger sensation stories, or tell more lies. 
Newg is a necessity— being out of the news- 
paper world he gets but little, that little 
he magnifies and manufactures the defici- 
ency. A report of a slight skirmish, with 
one man hurt, soon grow a to a tremendous 
battle — everybody cut to pieces and the 
rest taken prisoners — a great victory, or a 
great defeat. I used to find much fault 
with the newspapers. I think hereafter I 
shall find less, for it is difficult, even in a 
short letter, to give nnuihced truth. 


The "report" I sent you of Gen. Spino 


la's efforts to reinforce Washington had the 
usual mixture of falsehood, although the 
facts are bad enough. 


When Gen. Foster arrived at Washing 


ton he at once sent to Newbern for rein- 
forcements. On the third day of the siege 
a force under the command of Gen. Spi 
nola came by water. They anchored in 
Pamlico river, below the rebel batteries on 
Hill's Point. The gunboats were sent up 
to engage the batteries. They banged away 
awhile at long range and then returned, 
One of them with two holes in her paddle 
box. There were two ways in which Wash 
ington could be relieved. One waa for the 
gunboats to either silence or run by thereb 
el batteries and laud troops in the town 
The other was to land troops below, or 
march them from Newbern and take the 
batteries in the rear. 


The gunboats had ma.de a faint attempt 


and of course failed. A small force was 
then sent to reconnoiter and inspect the 
landing. They were fired on by a single 
musket, and returned to report a landing 
impracticable. They returned to Newben 
and tried the passage by land. 
Geu. Spi 


nola came upon what he deemed an im 
pregnable position, and marched his aron 
back to Newbern on the double-quick. Th 
gunboats renewed their peurile efforts every 
day, but effected nothing. At last, afte 
the siege had been in progress nearly two 
weeks, Col. Sisson, of the 5lh Rhode Island 
obtained permission of the commander o 
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the gunboats to run the blockade in the 
tranapert Escort. 
This was a daring 


achievement, not one bit of which is du 
to the navy. This, together with the atil 
bolder deed of Gen. Foster in running th 
gauntlet of the rebel batteries in broad day 
light, raised the siege. The rebels learned , 
that they could not starve us out, and their 
17 day's bombardment had probably con- 
vinced them of their inability to destroy 
the defensive works of the town, A por- 
tion of the time the rebel bombardment 
waa heavy; but none of their batteries 
equaled the broadsides poured from the 
gunboat Louisiana. 


Whatever else I may experience during 


this war, I shall never forget the effects 
produced by the mere sound of her heavy 
guns. She was stationed in the river, just 
below the bridge, so as to guard oue of the 
main roads leading into the town. Sever- 
al miles out on this road waa the rebel 
camp—their camp-fires visible every uight. 
Several times they brought their batteries 
down so as to play on the Louisiana. One 
rebel gun in that direction was alway suffi- 
cient to arouse her and to call forth her 
iron answer of defiance, She spoke so 
loud as to make the very ground tremble— 
not a house in the town but felt the shock. 
In the night it was peculiarly striking and 
impressive. 
We could track the heavy 


shells by their burning fuse. 
Add to the 


noise of the first discharge the screaming of 
the shell, and it seemed as though ten thou- 
sand yelling demons with bodica of sound 
and eyes of fire were riding on it; then the 
crashing of the pines as it tore its way 
through them, and last the bursting of the 
bomb sounding like the distant discharge 
of another heavy gun. But all this is only 
the beginning. 
The echo was one of tho 


moat distinct I ever heard. It equaled 
Echo Lake among the White Mountains. 
The walla oi tall pines up and down the 
Tar hurled tho sound back and forth, pro' 
longing it, making a single discharge sound 
like a whole battery of artillery. 


Looked back upon at this time, the siege 


of Little Washington was quiti* an event. 
The failure of the rebels to take it with 
such a superior force, in part counterbal- 
ances the partial failure at Charleston.— 
The 44th is to have Washington inscribed 
on its banner.

Hill's Point we found a paper containing 
the address of Geu. D. H. Hill on taking 
command of the rebel force in this stute. 
He cornea out with a tremendous flourish.

Last Night's Report. 


NEW YORK, May 7. 


Stoneman's [forces were divided into 


hree columns, one under Col. Davis, anoth- 
er Geu. Averill. Averill drove the rebel cav- 


Iry at Culpepper; drove them across Cedar 
fountains to Rapidan Station where the 
rebels burnt the railroad bridge, after a 
smart fight, the rebels losing Col. Rosser 
and a number killed, besides 31 prisoners. 
At Culpepper, Averill destroyed a lot of 
rebel government flour. After proceeding 
to Orange Court House Averill returned to 
Jhaneellorville on Sunday. Gen. Buford's 
column, the Star says, cut the railroad be- 
ween Gordoiisville and Richmond, also be- 
tween Gordonaville and Charlottsville. 


After the rebels occupied Fredericksburg,

Our:loss of prisoners does 
not exceed 1,700. We have received 2450 
prisoners from the enemy. We lost eight 
guns and took tho same number from the 
enemy. 


The enemy's loss'injkilled, wounded and 


missing must have been double ours. 


'The relinquishment'of the position waa 


made simply because it afforded no field 
for maneuvering thejarmy, not from' any 
reverse or injury sustained by it. Tha 
general and the entire army are in excel- 
lent heart, and ready for a new movement. 
We will probably not know where it is to 
be made until after it has commenced, 


Richmond papers show that Stoneman's 


corps went within two miles of Richmond 
and effected many captures and great de 
struction of property.

NEWBERN, April 28, 1863. 


Editors Gazette:—While there is con- 


iderable activity in this department onr 
egiment has a very quiet corner. We are 
oing pforost guard in the city of Newbern. 
hear of everything that is going on, but 
ee and know but little. If one should try 
o believe all the reports that are current 
n the army, he would be crazy in a week. 
^one are fouder cf exciting scenes than 
10 soldier, and I am sure no one can start 
igger sensation stories, or tell more lies. 
Sews is a necessity—being out of the news- 
paper world he gets but little, that little 
ie magnifies and manufactures the deSci- 
ncy. 
A report of a slight skirmish, with 


me man hurt, soon grows to a tremendous 
>attle—everybody cut to pieces and the 
eat taken prisoners—a great victory, or a 
•rest defeat. I used to find much fault 
with the newspapers. I think hereafter I 
hall find less, for it is difficult, even in a 
ihort letter, to give unmixed truth. 


The "report" I sent you of Gen. Spino- 


a'a efforts to reinforce Washington had the 
usual mixture of falsehood, although the 
acts are bad enough. 


When Gen. Foster arrived at Washing- 


on he at once sent to Newberu for rein 
orceineuta. On the third day of the siege 
a force under the command of Gen. Spi- 
nola came by water. 
They anchored in 


Pamlico river, below the rebel batteries on 
Hill's Point. The gunboats were sent up 
to engage the batteries. They banged away 
awhile at long range and then returned, 
One of them with two holes in her paddle 
iox. There were two ways in which Wash 
ington could be relieved. 
One waa for the 


gunboats to either silence or run by the reb- 
el batteries and land troops in the town 
The other was to land troops below, or 
march them from Newbern and take the 
batteries in the rear. 


The gunboats had made a faint attempt 


and of course failed. 
A small force was 


then sent to reconnoiter and inspect the 
landing. 
They were fired on by a single 


musket, and returned to report a landing 
impracticable. They returned to Newbern 
and tried the passage by land. 
Gen. Spi 


nola came npon what he deemed an im 
pregnable position, and marched his army 
back to Kewbern on the double-quick. The 
gunbosv.a renewed their peurile efforts every 
day, but effected nothing. At last, afte: 
the siege had been in progress nearly two 
weeks, Col. Sisson, of the 5th Hhode Island 
obtained permission of the commander o 
the gunboats to run the blockade in th 
transport Escort. 
This was a daring 


achievement, not one bit of which is dui 
to the navy. This, together with the atil 
bolder deed of Gen. Foster in running the 
gauntlet of the rebel batteries in broad day 
light, raised the siege. The rebels learned , 
that they could not starve us out, and their 
17 day's bombardment had probably con- 
vinced them of their inability to destroy 
the defensive works of the town. A por- 
tion of the time the rebel bombardment 
was heavy; but none of their batteries 
equaled the broadsides poured from the 
gunboat Louisiana. 


Whatever else I may experience during 


this war, I shall never forget the effects 
produced by the mere sound of her heavy 
guns. She was stationed in the river, just 
below the bridge, so as to guard oue of the 
main roads leading into the town. Sever- 
al miles out on this road was the rebel 
camp—their camp-fires visible every night. 
Several times they brought their batteries 
down so aa to play on the Louisiana. 
One 


rebel gun in that direction was alway suffi- 
cient to arouse her and to call forth her 
iron answer of defiance. 
She spoke so 


loud as to make the very ground tremble— 
not a house in the town but felt the shock. 
In the night it was peculiarly striking and 
impressive. 
We could track the heavy 


shells by their burning fuse. Add to the 
noise of the first discharge the screaming of 
the shell, and it seemed as though ten thou- 
sand yelling demons with bodies of sound 
and eyes of fire were riding on it; then the 
crashing of the pines as it tore its way 
through them, and last the bursting of the 
bomb sounding like the distant discharge 
of another heavy gun. 
But all this is only 


the beginning. The echo was one of the 
most distinct I ever heard. It equaled 
Echo Lake among the White Mountains. 
The walls of tall pines up and down the 
Tar hurled the sound back and forth, pro- 
longing it, making a single discharge sound 
like a whole battery of artillery. 


Looked back upon at this time, the siege 


of Little Washington was quite an event. 
The failure of the rebels to take it with 
such a superior force, in part counterbal- 
ances the partial failure at Charleston.— 
The 44th is to have Washington inscribed 
on its banner. 


On the deserted rebel camp ground at 


Hill's Point we found a paper containing 
the address of Gen. D. H. Hill on taking 
command of the rebel force in this state. 
He comes out with a tremendous flourish. 
The Yankees and.their foreign mercenaries 
were to be driven out of North Carolina ; 
the splendid plantations which they had 
intended to take and bald were to be re- 
duced to a small spot, six feet by two. 


Gen. Foster stitt lives and his "Yankees" 


and " foreign mercenaries " are ready to 
follow wherever he may lead.
